SCIENCE  and  MATHEMATICS  are  two  areas  of 
study  every  Franklin  student  in  all  three  grades  encounters. 

Ninth  graders  may  take  biology  or  general  science. 
Biology  emphasizes  study  of  the  life  process  through  lec- 
tures and  experiments.  General  science,  taken  by  ninth 
and  eighth,  encompasses  the  study  of  natural  science. 
Seventh  graders  take  a  quarter  year  of  general  science. 

Algebra  or  general  mathematics  is  taken  by  ninth 
graders.  In  algebra,  students  analyze  equations.  General 
mathematics  broadens  fundamentals  previously  learned. 
Eighth  and  seventh  graders  take  modern  math;  some 
seventh  graders  take  traditional  math.

ENGLISH  is  a  required  subject  for 
junior  high  grades.

All  of  these  skills  taught  students 
how  to  communicate  more  effectively 
in  their  "worlds" 

SPANISH,  FRENCH,  and  LATIN 
are  foreign  language  electives  for 
ninth  graders.  They  learn  the  gram- 
mar of  a  language.  Films,  filmstrips, 
records,  skits,  and  periodical  litera- 
ture are  used  to  facilitate  learning.

The  Franklin  POST  staff,  under  the  supervision  of  Mrs. 
Shoemaker,  published  a  monthly  edition  of  the  newspaper. 
Page  editors  were  responsible  for  compiling  a  list  of  potential 
news  stories  and  assigning  stories  to  writers.  The  editors, 
with  the  help  of  the  publications  class  and  publications  club, 
typed  and  proofread  the  stories  before  sending  them  to  the 
press.  Galleys,  stories  set  in  type  and  proofs  of  pictures,  were 
then  returned  to  the  editors  who  pasted  them  up  and  sent 
them  to  the  printer  for  the  actual  newspaper  printing.
